will  never  be  forgotten.  In 

only  their  second  year  in  the 
Carolina's  Conference,  MOC 
grabbed  second  place,  despite  be- 
ing picked  fourth  in  pre-season 
and  opened  some  eyes  in  the  im- 
mediate basketball  world.  The  fi- 
nal record,  15-13,  does  not  show 
how  good  a  team  the  Trojans 
were.  Coach  Cletus  Green  point- 
ed out,  "I  was  pleased  with  this 
year's  team.  Martin,  Henry  and 
Norman  did  a  fine  job  in  leading 
the  team.  This  team  could  easily 
have  won  the  conference  regular 
season  and  tournament.  We  got 
out  of  the  starting  gates  early, 
beating  ACC,  High  Point,  and 
Pembroke,  but  we  got  down  on 
ourselves  and  lost  a  few  tough 
ones.  These  boys  did  an  excellent 
job  of  turning  things  around."  In 
fact,  the  Trojans  won  four  of  the 
last  five  conference  games  to  in- 
sure them  of  the  number  two  seed 
in  the  CIAC  Tournament.  In 
their  only  win  in  the  tournament, 
Martin  Bellamy  hit  Jason  Settles 


on  a  fastbreak  lay  up  with  nine 
seconds  left  to  give  the  Trojans  a 
77-75  first  round  win  over  the 
Panthers  of  High  Point  on  their 
home  court.  This  was  the  kind  of 
leadership  shown  all  year  by  Mar- 
tin Bellamy  and  the  other  guys. 
No  doubt,  the  Trojans  were  excit- 
ing to  watch.  Nothing  was  more 
thrilling  than  seeing  Martin  Bel- 
lamy lighting  up  from  3-point 
country  or  Jason  Settles  jamming 
one  home  or  sending  an  oppo- 
nent's shot  into  the  seats.  Bellamy 
averaged  21.5  points  per  game, 
was  97-236  from  3-point  land, 
dished  out  69  assists,  had  45 
steals,  582  total  points,  and  hit  an 
outstanding  77%  from  the  free 
throw  line.  Clearly,  this  was  more 
than  enough  to  earn  himself  a 
place  on  the  all-conference  and 
all-district  teams.  Choosing  the 
second  semester  for  his  last  of  eli- 
gibility, senior  guard  Norman 
Karsevar  banged  in  13  points  a 
game,  had  56  assists,  and  hit  75% 
from  the  line.  Forward  Jason  Set- 
tles virtually  was  the  landlord  in- 
side and  handed  out  plenty  of 


eviction  notices.  Popping  in  10 
points  a  game,  Settles  swatted  42 
shots,  pulled  down  7  rebounds  a 
game  -  74  of  them  offensive.  Sen- 
ior center  Henry  Harris  came  on 
strong  in  the  post  to  average  10.3 
points  per  game,  pull  down  6  re- 
bounds per  game,  and  hit  72% 
from  the  line.  The  bench  was  ex- 
cellent with  Erik  Barksdale  aver- 
aging 8.5  a  game,  Tony  Venable 
dumping  in  8.6  a  game,  and  sen- 
ior Darlee  Eason  and  Marcelle 
Williams  making  Coach  Green's 
job  a  little  easier.  The  seniors  Bel- 
lamy, Karsevar,  Eason,  Harris 
and  Jeff  Gainey  have  certainly 
left  their  mark  and  their  play  will 
not  be  forgotten.  With  the  J.V. 
Team  going  7-5  behind  the  play 
of  Eric  Bellamy,  Dexter  Morri- 
sey,  Ron  Keller,  James  Bethea 
and  Tony  Hurt,  these  guys  will 
look  to  fill  in.  Strong  rebounding 
is  expected  to  be  supplied  by  some 
big  red-shirts.  Congratulations 
Trojans  for  a  job  well  done.

Lady  Trojans  Show  Major  Improvements 


espite  finishing  6-21  overall 
and  3-9  in  the  conference, 
second  year  coach  Wynelle 
Weston  and  the  1989-90  edition  of 
the  Lady  Trojan  basketball  team 
accomplished  things  no  other  team 
in  MOC  Girls  basketball  history  has 
ever  done.  This  year  marked  the 
first  time  a  player  has  won  player  of 
the  week  honors  -  Kristie  Wiggins. 
This  year  also  gave  the  Ladies  their 
first  conference  win.  Above  all,  the 
first  MOC  lady  basketball  player  to 


be  ranked  in  the  nation.  Senior,  all- 
conference  center  Tronette  Rebeiro, 
ranked  20th  in  the  nation  in  re- 
bounding as  she  averaged  12.9  per 
game.  Other  noteworthy  honors  in- 
clude Wendy  Murphy,  who  led  the 
conference  and  District  26  in  3  pt.

26  3  pt.  shootout  and  advanced  to 
the  National  Division  III  3  pt.

State  in  which  Rebeiro  stole  a  pass 
with  little  time  on  the  clock  to  give 
the  Trojans  the  victory?  Coach 
Weston  added,  "This  year's  team 
was  much  improved.  The  recruits 
did  a  fine  job.
